Is ir EVEN So.—One vi North Caro- 
most distinguished sons lies 


Hon. Charies Fisher, ot Rowan coun- 


tv, one of the most distinguished men 
of his day, died at Hillsboro, Scott 
county, Miss.,on his way home trom 
the South on the 7th day of May, 1849, 


where his remains now lie as above 


stated. 


Will the Legislature of North Caroli- 
na, which is shortly to convene, or even 
the County Commissioners of Rowan 
permit the remains of their most illus- 
trious son thus to remain in obscurity. 
His name adorns the brightest page 
of our State history. He represented 
the county of Rowan in the State Senate 
in 1818; the Salisbury District in the 
U. 8. Congress in 1819; re elected to 
the same in 1820; from 1821 to 1836, 
he represented his county in the House 
of Commons, and 1831-32, was the 
Speaker of that body, where he pre- 
sided with marked distinction, when it 
was composed of such men as Nash, 
Henry, Eccles, Hill, Bragg and others, 
He wes a member of the State Conven- 
vention of 1835, and in 1859 was again 
brought forward as a candidate tor 
Congress, and was elected over the 
talented and popular Dr. Pleasant Hen- 
derson, by a majority of 183 votes, 

He was again Rominated by the 
Democratic party in 1945, This was 
the most exciting and important Canvass 
of his life. Wheeler says: “ The Dis- 
trict was large; he addressed his fellow- 
citizens at every pluce he possibly could, 
at great length, and often twice a day ; 
gs: metimes active in writing and send- 
ing printed addresses to the people.” 

In this election he was beaten teen’y 
seven votes by the Hon. D. M. Barringer, 
the present Chairman of the Conserva- 
tive Siate Executive Committce. This 
was the only defeat he ever sustained 
before the people. He was afterwards 
bominated by his party for Governor, 
but declined on account of ill-health, 

This is buta bricf sketch of the 
history of this great man whose neglect 
by the State, by his county, by the 
people, we complain of, We believe 
the sui could be easily raised by private 
contributions to bring his remains to 
this city or Rowan county. We have 
been already authorized by the Hon. D. 
M. Barringer to say that he will con- 
tribute liberally to this object, but we 
think the Legisiature of North Carolina 
should take this matter in hand and 
make ap appropriation for the purpose.

Ono Saturday last a most bratal and 
cowardly assault was mode on Larry 
Dancey, colored Demociat, by one Ben 
Davis, a white Radic.!, who has, been 
teaching a colored school near this 
place for sometime pest, 

While Harry was at the warehouse 
attending to sume business which had 
brought him to town, this fellow Davis, 
with a cocked pistol in one hand anda 
large stick in the other, rushed upon 
him and struck him several times, 
breaking the stick to pieces by the 
force of the blows. Mr. kL. W. Rose, 
who happened to be near by, interfered 
and prevented further damage. 

There were several negroes near by, 
no doubt- ready to join ina mob at any 
moment, if Dancey had resisted. | 

On Monday Davis was brougit before 
a Justice of the Peace under a State 
warrant and bound over to court. Dan- 
cey appeared and sued out a Peace 
Warrant also, as he believed he was in 
danger ot being mobbed by this fellow 
or his clan at any time he might have to 
visit Battleboro on business, Davis gave 
as his sureties two negroes, who made 
oath that they were worth the requisite 
amount, 

It seems that Dancey and Davis had 
a difliculty sometime before at a politi- 
cal speaking, and Davis,thinking be had 
the advantage here, deliberately made 
the murderons attack, with malice and 
without provocation. 

Radicalism is getting on a high horse 
in this section.
